The  death  rate  is  a fraction  lower  than  for  the 
year  1955  and  the  "birth  rate  is  higher.  Approximately 
56.1??  of  the  deaths  were  of  persons  over  the  age  of  70 
years,  including  20.55?  cf  persons  over  the  age  of  80 

years.  4. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  is  higher  than  for  the 
last  seven  years.  There  were  seven  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  3rear  cf  age,  2 of  which  were  due  to  prematurity, 
2 to  congenital  malformations,  2 to  meningc-ceccal 
infection,  and  1 to  hypostatic  pneumonia.

Immunisation  During  the  year,  45  children  were 
immunised  against  diphtheria  and  4 
received  reinforcing  injections. 

Beth  vaccination  and  immunisation  are  carried  cut 
free  of  charge  by  lcoal  practitioners  and  records  are  paid  for 
by  the  County  Council.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Further  progress  was  made  by  the  Council  concerning  the 
adoption  of  full  scavenging  powers  under  Section  72  of  the 
19 Public  Health  Act.  A decision  was  finally  made  as  to  the 
siting  cf  a now  refuse  disposal  tip  at  Lamphey,  together  with 
an  order  being  placed  for  a new  covered  .refuse  disposal  vehicle. 
Under  the  proposed  new  service,  there  v/culd  be  a weekly  house  to 
house  collection,  the  Council  being  then  in  a position  to  remove 
and  dispose  cf  the  present  communal  bins,  some  cf  which  we re 
showing  signs  of  harbouring  rats  and  other  vermin. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

One  of  the  Council  workmen,  normally  employed  on  refuse 
collection,  is  engaged  part-time  on  rodent  control.  Particular 
attention  is  paid  to  the  Council  Refuse  Tip  at  Hodgeston  and 
also  to  the  communal  refuse  bins. 

Many  cf  the  larger  farms  in  the  district  are  under 
contract  with  the  infestation  control  division  cf  the  P.A.E.C. , 
Quarterly  inspections  being  made  under  each  annual  contract.
